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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is a response to communications dated 10/23/09 and 04/28/10. 
Claims 1 and 3-11 are pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 3-11 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, considered individually or in combination, appears to fail to fairly show or 
suggest a claimed invention comprising, among other things, the novel and unobvious 
limitation of "first apparatus for interfacing said service platform with the Internet so that 
a first user may access the telecommunications network via the Internet, and, 
responsive to receipt of a request from said first user to broadcast text received from 
said first user via the Internet to a number of identified telephone numbers, for 
converting the text to audible speech, placing a telephone call in turn to each of the 
identified telephone numbers, transmitting the audible speech over an associated call 
connection if the call is answered or reattempting the placing of that call at a later time if 
the call is not answered," structurally and functionally interconnected with other 
limitations in a manner as recited in claims 1 and 3-1 1 .
